Forgettories 


The ability to forget has for a long time been recognized 
as a valuable asset for a college student. The vast dispropor- 
tion between the average capacity for retaining facts and the 
array of facts given out by zealous instructors makes a forget- 
ting mechanism very necesary for the student. And in one way 
or another every student does develop for himself the ability 
for ridding his mind of cluttering baggage. 

The prevalent method of forgetting, however, is a harm- 

ful one. The student kneads the various facts into his mind 
trusting in its natural frailty and incapacity to furnish the 
forgetting faculty. Even dough absorbs only a certain amount 
of kneading and the student mind forced into a habit of pro- 
miscous remembering and forgetting is driven to sketchy and 
inexact thinking. The time comes when such a mind can no 
longer govern its own remembering with a consequent loss in 
confidence on the part of the student. 
Not to be able to remember facts of whose existence one 
is acutely aware is always disconcerting and sometimes dis- 
quieting. Memory is not an indication of intelligence, idiots 
and imbecles often have phenomenal and photographic minds 
that retain minute details, but a faulty memory of an im- 
paired one is a great handicap and a source of worry. 

In order to preserve intellectual stability and efficiency 
a student must train himself to forget. He should mark off 
in his mind a mental dumping ground, so to speak, for the pur- 
pose of recording those miscellaneous items which need be
